U.S. Tourists Big Spenders 

Ottawa.—An estimate of the United 
States Department of Trade and 
Commerce places the amount of 
money spent by visitors from the Un- 
ited States to Canada in 1927 at $206,- 
000,000. Canadiana who visited the 
United States last year left there 651, 
000,000. In 1927, 3,164,000 United 
States automobiles were admitted to 
Canada for touring purposes, an in- 
crease of 52 per cent. over 1926. The 
argest increase was in cars admitted 
for one day only largely as 3 result 
of the opening of the new Peace Bridge 
at Fort Erie. 


Ottawa.—Canadians are great lov- 
ers of ice cream. Official figures re 
cently issued show the annual con- 
sumption in the Dominion is 6,897,810 
gallons or equal to 413,868,600 ice 
cream cones. The annual per capita 
consumption of ice cream based on the 
1927 population amounts to the equi- 
valent amount of about 43 cones. The 
people of the United States are eredit- 
ed with an annual per capita consump- 
tion of the equivalent of nearly 130 
cones. 

To make Canada’s annual amount 
of ice cream, 206,934,300 pounds of 
milk are required, which means that 
a herd of 45,985 milch cows must be 
maintained to produce the primary 
ingredient for the supply every year. 
Ice cream is now used by all classes, 
every day of the year, and in a com- 
paratively short time has passed out 
of the luxury class and taken a very 
definite pace on the daily menu. The 
consumption of ice cream is approved 
by all leading authorities including 
the medical profession.

Relic of . that Eniled 
in Occupation of City by 
Emperor Claudius 


London.—The England which the 
Romans conquered at the commence- 
ment of the Christian era is recalled 
by a fine bas-relief carving, which has 
just been dug up at Colchester, Essex. 

It is some six feet long and 
a Ro cavalry officer upon a — 
with a prostrate Briton 
it 16 held by archaeoldgists to be 4 
relic of a campaign which ended in 
the occupation of Colchester in A.D. 
43 by an army commanded by the 
Roman Emperor Claudius. 

Below the carving fs a panel with 
a Latin inscription which has b 
translated as follows: “Longinus, son 
of Sdapezematycus, Duplicariys of the 
First Ala of the Thracian Cavalry 
from the district of Sardica, Forty 
years of-age. Servéd years. His 
heirs made this acco ng to his will. 
Here he lies.’ 

The Thracian Cavalry, in which 
Longinus was a “duplicarius” or squa- 
dron o cer, commanding a section ot 
“ala” or regiment, were 
from the northern frontiers of Greece, 
and were attached to the Roman le- 


The carving of both man and horse 
is detailed and skillful. It testifies to 
the civilization ‘which the Romans 
brought to Britain nearly 2,000 years 
ago. 

The effigy of the horse is especially 
interesting, owing to the resemblance 
it bears to the animal.with similarly 
hair-covered pasterns, used for sgrt- 
cultural purposes today. The ancient 
Saxon King Athelstan, who defeated 
the Danes in the year 937, 6 sald t 
have made a law prohibiting the ex- 
port of horses from . The 
carving found at Colchester is evi 
dence that horses had already in 
Atheistan’s day been in use in Britain 
for 900 years. 

That an officer of the Roman arm: 
under the Emperor Claudius Should 
have come from Bulgaria is Witness 
to the cosmopolitan nature of the 
forces by which the Roman conquest 
of Britain was effected.

New 
types of radio compasses, more effi- 
clent receivers and transmitters for

ST. PETER’S CHURCH NOTES 


The General Assembly of the Pres- 
byteriah Church in Canada, which met 
at Regina; in June and to which Rev. 
T. G. Marshall was a commissioner, 
was one of the most syccessful gath- 
erings of the supreme court of the 
Church in many years. Most encour- 
aging reports were received from 
coast to coast and all exhibited the 
great need for more workers, ministers 
to re-open. territory, where the Pres- 
byterian Church, formerly laboured, 
and missionaries to open new work. 
The need is great, but the need for 
caution in selecting the right kind of 
men is also great. The committee on 
the reception of ministers is going 
cautiously as will be seen in the fact 
that about fifty applications were pre- 
sented to Presbyteries from ministers 
wishing to enter the church, most of 
whom were former Presbyterian min- 
isters, who entered the United Church, 
in 1925, and only twenty-three ot 
these were recommended for consider- 
ation by the Assemblys committee, 
which committee accepted into the 
ministry of the Church only nine of 
this number. The committee reported 
many applications from ministers in 
the States and the Old Country, some 
of whom bave already been settled. 

Contiguous with the great need of 
the’ Church for workers was the in- 
crease in Sabbath Schools and Young 
People's Soeieties as reported at the 
Assembly. During the year 156 new 
Sabbath Schools were established, 
with an increase in the enrolment of 
1065. 

There was an increase in the mem- 
bership of the Church of over 9000, 
during the year. 

The Moderator this year is 4 foreign 
misslonary, Rev. John Buchanan, D. 
D. He is a medical doctor as well as a 
clergyman, and has given forty years 
of his life, for the benefit of the junglo 
people. 

At the close of the General Assembly 
the Rev. T. G. Marshall visited Alberta 
where he lived for thirteen years 
prior to his coming to Ontario. Pros- 
pects have not been better since 1915, 
than they are this year (or a bumper 
crop in Alberta. A visit to Jasper Nat- 
ional Park, a mountain summer re- 
sort on the Canadian: National Rall- 
way, will long be remembered. The 
thrill of standing on ice and snow on 
Mount Edith Cavell, the shooting of 
two black bears, only about~five yards 
distant and deer and mountain goat, 
on the mountain-side, with a camera, 
is not experienced every day before 
bedtime.

Another visit that will long be re- 
membered by the minister was his 
visit to the town of Killam, where he 
was. minister before coming to St. 
Peter's. What is more pleasing than 
meeting old friends? The Presbyterian 
congregation in that town lost all its 
property, although only six Presbyter- 
tans voted for Union. A few years prior 
to 1925 a scheme of co-operation was 
tried and members of other denominat- 
fons were received into the Church.

The shipment of medical supplies 
was sent from New York in the early

When the consignmet reached Froy- 
lan Turcios, personal representative 
of Genearl Sandio at Tegucigalpa, 
Honduras, a call was made for a 
volunteer to take it to Sandino, ac- 
cordingto the story by Harry Gannes, 
Secretary of the Anti-Imperiallet Lea- 
gue in New York. Dr. Gustave 
Machado was accepted, Mr. Gannes 
eaid, 

General Sandino in his purported 
letter assails the “policies of aggres- 
sion” of the Washington Government. 


The letter reads as follows: 


Sire—Membera of the United 
States Section of the All-Amert- 
en Ant&imperialistic League, 39 
Union. Square, Room. 40, New 
York City: 


„ am glad to inform. you that I 
have received from the hands of Dr. 
Gustave Machado(who came to our 
encampment as a representative of 
the Central Committee of the Hands 
Off-Nicaragua Association) a pack- 
age containing cotton, bandages and 
other medicines to cure the wounds 
of our soldiers. 

“We are especially delighted that 
you, honest North Americans, man- 
test in this manner your protest and 
disapproval of the policies of aggres- 
sion that the existing Government of 
United States is carrying on in 
Nicaragua. 

“We know that the majority of the 
North American people is not direct- 
ly responsible for the ferocious crimes 
that the marines commit every day in 
our country.
